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COMPILER’S PREFACE TO THE JOURNAL OF 
THE COMMONS HOUSE OF ASSEMBLY. 


Under the King’s government in Georgia the legisla- 
tive power was vested in three branches, the King’s Gov- 
ernor, the King’s Council, sitting as an “Upper House,” 
and the Commons House of Assembly. The Governor 
could recommend to the two Houses such measures as he 
deemed advisable and he had the veto power, and no bill 
could become a law without his approval, and then it had 
to go to England for the King’s approval. 

The powers of the Council sitting as an Upper House 
were not clearly defined. At first the Commons House 
of Assembly denied to it the right to originate bills, and 
did not recognize the right the councilors claimed to call 
themselves “the Upper House of Assembly,” but insisted 
that they were only a Council with advisory powers. 
But later on they recognized them as the Upper House 
and conceded to them the right to inaugurate measures 
and insist on amendments to all bills passed in the Lower 
House except money bills. These had to originate in the 
Commons House, and could not be amended in the Upper 
House. - 

The members of the Commons House of Assembly 
were elected by the qualified electors, and an elector to 
be qualified had to be not under twenty-one years old 
and had to own fifty acres of land in the parish in which 
he offered to vote; and to be qualified to sit in the Com- 
mons House of Assembly he had to own five hundred 
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acres anywhere in the province. The members of the © 
Commons House of Assembly chose their own Speaker, 
but their choice could be, and sometimes was, negatived 
by the Governor, when they had to elect another. The 
members were elected for no definite period, but contin- 
ued until the Governor thought proper to dissolve them ; 
and they could adjourn themselves only from one day 
to the next, but adjournments for a longer period had to 
be made by the Governor. 
“Their proceedings were conformed to the Commons in 
Great Britain, and they chose their own Messenger and 
Doorkeeper, but the Governor appointed the Clerk.” 
The members served without pecuniary compensation. 
This and the two following volumes contain all the 
Journals of the Commons House of Assembly now in ex- 
istence from the first meeting of the first royal legislature 
on the 7 of January, 1755, to the final adjournment of 
the last on the 16th of June, 1782, These Journals are 
full and complete up to Habersham’s legislature in April, 
1772. The Journal of this legislature seems to be im- 
perfect and sometimes conflicting. During the turbulent. 
times which followed there was but little effort at legisla- 
tion. There was no harmony between the legislative 
and executive departments, the representatives of the peo- 
ple not being in accord with the Governor. The Journals 
for this entire period are meager and imperfect. From 
March, 1776, to May, 1780, there was no session of the 
legislature, and for nearly three years of this time there 
was no semblance of royal government in the province. 
In July, 1779, six months after the British forces cap- 
tured and occupied Savannah, Governor Wright returned 
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and resumed the duties of his office, and in the following 
May issued writs for the election of a new legislature, 
but no constitutional quorum for the transaction of busi-. 
ness appeared. It required eighteen members to make a 
quorum, when at no time more than fifteen appeared. 
The Governor sought in the emergency the advice of the 
Chief Justice and Attorney General, and was advised 
by them that under existing circumstances laws passed 
by this legislature would be valid, and it therefore or- 
ganized a3 a legislature and passed a few laws, the most 
important of which was the disqualifying act of 1782, 
published elsewhere in this compilation, but only the most 
meager and fragmentary Journals of the proceedings of 
this legislature can now be found, either here or in Lon- 
don. The first we have is that of May 9, 1780, and the 
last June 16, 1782, about three weeks before the British 
evacuated the State. These Journals are so fragmentary 
and disconnected that they afford no intelligible account 
of what was done or attempted, but such as they are, we 


have included in this compilation.

Levying even a small Tax extremely difficult; to which 
cause we chiefly attribute any Defficiency there may be 
in collecting last years Assessment rather than to any 
wilfull Neglect of the Collectors or Assessors 


We thank you, Sir, for the Assurances you are pleased 
to give us of your readiness to Assent to whatever we 
shall propose for the Public good; We on our part shall 
be carefull to Offer Nothing to your Excellency but what 


shall appear to us to have a direct Tendency to that 
End 


As the Season is now. so far advanced we shall by 
close Application to Business and we hope by unanimity

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-in all our proceedings make the greatest Dispatch that 


the Importance of the Affairs which will necessarily 
come before us will admit of; And we Assure your Ex- 
cellency that it is our sincere Intention heartily to co- 
operate with you in what we doubt not is your sole 
View, the Rendering this a happy and flourishing 
Colony

I desire you will inform the House that it appears to 
me from the Journal that they have neglected to adiit 
the members elected to fill the Vacancies in the House, 
against whom there is no Objection or Complaint from 
the District for which they were return’d nor any Petition 
from any other Candidate which is a very unjustifiable 
Proceeding, not only as it is irregular in Point of form, 
and an Attack upon the Liberty of the Subject, but as 
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it is a Contempt of the Authority His Majesty has been 
pleased to invest me with, to take care that the Assembly 
consist of ‘Nineteen Members and that this number be 
not enlarg’d or dimittish’d, It was apparent to me that 
it was not compleat by the promotion of two Members 
and the Refusal of one to serve who had never Qualified 
(which was signified to me in Council under the Hand 
of the said Member) and therefore I caused the proper 
Writ to be issued in the King’s Name to compleat the 
number of the Assembly as I am authorized and com- 
manded by His Majesty so to do. To proceed upon Pub-

That on Friday last’ being the 13 Instant about 
Elleven of the Clock in the forenoon as he was in the 
Chair in the Assembly room there came a Message to 
the House from His Excellency the Governor who being 
Admitted read to this Effect “M’ Speaker I Adjourn the 
House untill Thursday the 19™ Instant sign’d John Rey- 
nolds” and then reach’d the paper to me and retired As 
I took hold of it and was going to rise it was seized in 
my hand by one of the Members who said I should not 
get it or should not read it or Words to that Effect. I 
strugled for it, for some time but was Obliged to Yield 
it Otherwise it would have been torn I then stood up and 
declared that I thought I had no Right to set there as 
I was firmly persuaded the House was adjourned and 
that nothing that could be done after would be deem’d 
Valid and therefore would leave the Chair then all or 
most of them arose up and said they would Oblige me 
to keep the Chair that I had no right to leave it without 
the consent of the House, That the House was not or 
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could not be adjourned untill the Message was given in 


~at the Clerks table Read by him and then adjourned by 


the Speaker that they would set and Oblige me to set 
untill Twelve of the Clock at night if the Business that 
was then on hand was not finished before Many times 
afterwards I rose in order to leave the chair and told 
them over and over that I could not set or Act longer 
that we was no sitting Assembly that every thing must 
be void that we did, but was always Obliged to set down 
again They appointed Several Committees I refused to 
chuse the Members they chuse them themselves They 
did Several other Things but I had no hand in them I 
kept silent, They read and past a paper to address to his 
Excellency and offer’d it to me to sign which I absolutely 
refused (as I thought the Assembly was adjourned) But 
they told me in a Commanding and Peremtory manner 
Sir you shall sign it we will Oblige you to sign it you 
have no Right Sir to refuse to sign any thing that passes 
this House I again told them I did not look upon this as 
a House at present but all I could say was to no purpose 
I was Obliged to sign it tho’ I Publickly declare at the 
saine time that I was forced to do it that it was intirely 
Contrary to my inclinations. 


I do therefore Protest against all the Actings and Pro-

We his Majesty’s most dutifull and Loyal Subjects the 
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Members of his Majesty’s Council and House of repre- 
sentatives now in General Assembly Met, beg leave to 
inform your Excellency that we have taken under our 
mature consideration the Letter from his Excellency the 
Governor of South Carolina & the Several papers there- 
with inclosed, Laid before Us by Your Order and’ with 
great concern we find by their contents the imminent Dan- 
gers that now Threaten us which induced him to write 
to Your Excellency on so emergent an occasion, as well 
as the Coroborating accounts we have from time to time 
had from other parts, of an Invasion intended from St 
Domingo, by a number of Men of War, and a large Body 
of Troops against this and His Majesty’s Province of 
South Carolina, and what more immeadiately alarms Us 
at this Juncture is an Attack designed by the French and 
Indians, on our Western Frontiers, as we observe by the 
purport of the above papers from the Commanding Officer 
in the Indian Country and also it is apprehended that 
the Greatest part of the Creek Nation, by the Influence 
of the French at the Albama Fort are to us lost, in Con- 
sequence of which they have Concluded a peace with our 
Enemys the Chactaws & threatened our Friends the 
Chickesaws with War, if they would not with them Join 
the French against those Provinces. 


When we consider the Approaching Dangers that 
threaten the Destruction of this His Majesty’s Province 
by an Invasion from the French at St Domingo, and their 
intended Descent Conjointly with the Indians on our 
Western Frontiers the Naked defenceless State of the 
Province wherewith your Excellency is well acquainted, 
our Inability in all respects to Oppose one or the other 
we are so deeply concerned with the Melancholly pros- 
pect of our present Situation, that we are unable suff- 
ciently by words to express; but what arises from re- 
flecting on the continued and paternal regard our most 
Gracious Sovereign hath always Manifested to his Sub- 
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jects of this Province, all these Motives urge us in the 
most interesting manner to Address your Excellency that 
you would be pleased to take our Necessitious “*) Circum- 
stances under your consideration & immeadiately compleat 
the present Company of Rangers to Seventy Men and 
raise two other Companies of the same number each And 
that they be ordered to encamp at the most convenient 


place on the main Body of the Alatamaha River where 


they will be a Check on the Indians and may prevent their 
Joining with the ffrench and likewise will be ready to 
March (when it may appear to your Excellency it can 
be done with the consent of a sufficient Number of the 
Indians) into the Creek Nation to Join such of them as 
niay remain well Affected to his Majesty in the Demoli- 
tion of Albama Fort which if happily affected we are As- 
sured would disappoint the Schemes of our Enemies from 
that Quarter. 


And as we find that one Scout Boat is inadequate to 
the Services required, especially at this Crisis.

A Letter from the Rev’ M’ Bolzius Directed to David 
Montaigut Esq’ Speaker, and to the Members of the

I am extreamly sorry that I am under ‘Necessity to 
give you and other Gentlemen of the General Assembly 
the trouble by acquainting you and them with ‘such an 
Affair which gives me and the People under my charge, 
and will give to our friends in Europe as true well wish- 
ers of our settlement and Province the greatest uneasi-

We His Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal Subjects the 
Commons House of Assembly in General Assembly met 
beg leave to return Your Honour our unfeigned thanks 
for your affectionate Speech to both Houses. We are 
with Your Honor thoroughly sensible of the great Merit 
and Abilities of our late Governor whose Services we 
shall ever remember with Gratitude. At the same time 
we beg leave to offer His Majesty our most sincere Ac- 
knowledgements for this further Proof of his constant 
Attention to the welfare of this Province by the appoint- 
ment of a Gentleman to preside over us whose Integrity 
and Uprightness joyned with solid sense and sound Judg- 
ment made him long esteemed in our neighboring Prov- 
ince.

Choice a Plan of Defence and Security so justly recom- 
mended by Your Honor, and which we shall with pleas- 
ure concur with you in pursuing as we do in hoping that 
the success with which it hath pleased God to bless His 
Majesty’s Arms to the Northward may be the Means of 
speedy Assistance being afforded this much exposed and 
Frontier Province 


The urgent Necessity of finishing the works already 
begun for the Security of the Province and the repairing 
of Tybee Light House loudly call for immediate Supplies, 
on the other hand the abilities of our Constituents will 
not allow us to grant so much as may be perhaps required 
for these Ends, the large tho’ insufficient Sums they have 
already raised Considered.

A Message from the Governor by the Master in Chan- 
cery 


Mr’ Speaker & Gentlemen, 


In June last Governor Ellis thought it Necessary for 
the good of the Province to send M* Joseph Wright up 
into the Creek Nation as an agent, where he Continued 
till October, and then Came down here with Several 
Headmen and other Creek Indians, His services have been 
represented to me as of great use and I believe Were so, 
and it should be considered that he went up at a Very 
dangerous time, when probably few or none wou’d have 
Ventured, I have therefore sent you his Accounts that 
You may Consider his Services and do thereon what you 
shall see fitt— I must also acquaint you that Several 
Indians some who live in the Settlements, and, others, 
have apply’d to me for A Small Supply of Corn, alledging 
they are reduced to great distress for want of Provis- 
ion, and I have Lately ordered ten Bushells of Corn for 
the present Relief of some of them but as I am apprehen- 
sive many more may apply and as there is no fund out 
of which I can even pay for what I have already ordered, 
therefore I think it Necessary to lay this Matter before 


you, that if You Judge it expedient that they should be - 


spareingly gupplyed, you may enable me so to do—

M’ Speaker and Gentlemen, 


On the sixth of April last, I sent you a Message relative 

Message from tO the Repair of the Court House and Jury Room in con- 
the Govr. —_ sequence of which the Sum of Seventy Pounds was grant- 
ed and appropriated for that purpose by the last Tax 

Law. And on viewing those Buildings and considering 

which way they might be repaired and made most useful 

at the least Expence, I ordered a Calculation to be made 
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by Workmen of the Exxpence of repairing them as they 
now stand, and of adding another Story to the Court © 
House; from which it appears that to repair the Court 
House and raise another Story on the lower Works which 
will furnish very convenient Jury Rooms, exclusive of
